Synopsis of Bill

Senate Bill 759 appropriates $450.0 from the genera fund to CYFD for the purpose of funding
computer clubhousesin the cities of Albuquerque, Berndlillo and Santa Fe.

Significant I ssues

CYFD states “the bill is not specific in describing the functions of the Computer Clubhouse con-
cept.”

The bill does not specify the number of clubhouses per county.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
